Applicant's amendment to claims filed on 05/04/2006 is duly acknowledged. 
Claims 1-14 as amended are currently pending in this application. 

Election/Restrictions

detecting the presence of biofilm-forming microorganisms, as specifically 
recited in claim 1 1 . 

Group III, claim(s) 14, drawn to the use of the detection method of claim 1 or 
of claim 12 (for restriction purposes, taken as a method for screening anti- 
biofilm agents, as it uses the device of group II) as specifically recited in claim 
14. 

The inventions listed as Groups I through III do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons:
